Gov. Siegelman approves U. S. Hwy. 84 project

\s Alabama Governor Don 
Siegelman made his way to the 
tage of the Elba High School Audi 
tortum last Thursday for a noon 
conference, he walked with 
in knowing that the 
major announcement he was about 
to make would please the people of 
this community 

Many area citizens, elected offi 
cials, students and business people 
gathered in the nearly packed audi 
torium to hear Siegelman’s 
announcement of the details of 
three new highway proposals that 
will have what he called a signifi- 
cant impact on the Wiregrass region 
of southeast Alabama 

“IT came here today to announce 
three very important safety and eco- 
nomic projects for this area,” 
Siegelman said 

In what was referred to as one of

the largest construction projects this 
Siegelman 
announced his approval of the plan 
to four-lane U.S. Highway 84 from 
Andalusia to Enterprise. 

“This is the most ambitious non- 
freeway highway proposal in the 
state at the present time,” he said,

way S4 is long overdue and, without

The Coffee County commission- 
ers, Meeting in regular session, 
approved a budget for the 1999- 
2000 fiscal year by a vote of 5 to 2. 
The adoption of the proposed bud- 
get came after a lengthy discussion 
Which resulted in two amendments 
being attached to the vote. 

County Administrator Wilson 
Mobley presented the budget fig- 
ures which had supposedly been 
worked out during budget hearings 
that the commissioners have been 
conducting in recent weeks; howev- 
er, it seemed that all the “bugs” had 
not been ironed out. 

The budget was presented by 
Mobley as follows: General Fund - 
$4,002,000; Landfill Fund - 
$2,670,000; Gasoline Fund - 
$1,393,000; Public Building, Road 
& Bridge Fund - $709,135; RRR 
Gasoline Fund - $1,190,000; Public 
Highway & Traffic Fund 
$247,000; Reappraisal Fund 
$311,140; Total - $10,522,275, 

Commissioner Bernest Brooks 
made the motion seconded by Linda 
Westbrook to adopt the proposed 
budget as presented which included 
the allocation of the funds to specif- 
ic projects 

During the discussion of the 
motion to adopt the budget, Com- 
missioner Doug Dalrymple ques- 
tioned the amount of money bud 
geted by the highway department 
and the lack of funds included for 


=e 


economic development and safety 
in that area.” 

The governor said this plan 
includes four-laning 42 miles of the 
highway through Andalusia, Opp, 
Elba, New Brockton and Enterprise 
The project is estimated to carry a 
cost of $185 million and will be 
broken down into five design sec 
tions with 11 different construction 
phases. 

“This project will span over the 
next five years,” said Siegelman 
“When completed, U.S, 84 will be a 
four-lane highway from Andalusia 
to the Georgia line.” 

Another project Siegelman 
announced which will have a direct 
effect on Coffee County, as well as, 
send a sigh of relief among many 
travelers is the replacement of the 
Ballard Bridge over the Pea River 
on Alabama Highway 134. 

In January 1998, four area resi- 
dents lost their lives when an acci- 
dent between a fertilizer truck, 
gasoline carrying tractor-trailer and 
Blazer occurred on the bridge. 

Ricky Morgan, a survivor of that 
fatal accident, was present during 
the governor’s press conference and 
expressed his concerns about the 
conditions of the bridge which was 
a contributing factor to the accident 
Which he said took a year from his 
life and even more from others. 
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the paving of dirt roads particularly 
in his district - District 4. 

After quoting figures included in 
the highway department budget and 
Statistics on the paved and unpaved 
roads in the county system, Dal- 
rymple said, “I’m totally against 
this budget. I think the commission- 
ers are doing a disservice to the 
people of District 4 and to me for 
agreeing to include these roads in 
the three-year plan and then not 
agreeing to fund them.” 

Commissioner Robert Stephens 
responded to Dalrymple’s com- 
ments stating that the commission, 
along with department heads, had 
worked hard to present a balanced 
budget. 

“A budget is a compromise — 
you lose some and you win some, 
and over the years I have won a few 
and lost a few - probably lost more 
than I won,” he said. “I disagree 
with parts of the budget, but overail 
it’s a good one.” 

Commissioner Brooks pointed 
out that the motion was to pass the 
“proposed budget” and that it could 
be modified at any time in the 
future. 

As the discussion continued, it 
became apparent that Dalrymple’s 
main concern was the paving of Co, 
Rd, 664, He stated that this road 
was in the three-year plan for dirt 
roads to be paved. 

County Engineer Randy Tindell 
told commissioners that this road 
was included in the list of roads to 


City of Elba recipient of $294,106 
storm drainage improvement grant 


The continuing effort to recover 
from recent flooding in Elba took 
another step forward on Monday of 
this week when a $294,106.00 
storm drainage improvement grant 
was announced by Governor Don 
Siegelman. The governor also 
announced a $79,918 relocation 
grant for Coffee County, to be used 
as match money in relocating 
homeowners whose properly was 
damaged in the March, 1998 flood- 
ing. In all there were eight disaster 
recovery initiative grants totaling 
$2,940,000 approved in the State of 
Alabama, all to areas damaged by 
tornadoes and flooding in the 
spring of 1998 

“Tam pleased to authorize the 
funding of improvement efforts that 
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will enhance the quality of life for 
many Alabamians,” Siegelman said, 
Mayor James Grimes said the 
Elba grant is for drainage improve- 
ment work on Putman Street and 
Martin Luther King Drive. As was 
noted in the governor's news 
release, the M.L. King Drive work 
is being done in the area where the 
two children died in the raging 
waters on that March Sunday 
morning, shortly before the levee 
broke along Beaver Dam Creek. 
The Disaster Recovery Initiative 
grants are funded through the U, S. 
Housing and Urban Development 
(HUD) and administered by the 
Alabama Department of Economic 
and Community Affairs (ADECA) 
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Morgan said he had wondered many 
times if anything would ever be 
done about that bridge 

“We are going to replace Ballard 
Bridge.” Siegelman said. “You 
don’t have to wonder if its going to 
be done any longer.” 

The governor said the engineer 
ing work has already begun on the 
bridge with construction scheduled 
to begin in early 2001. 

In a third project, Siegelman 
announced a 4.2 mile, $900,000 
pavement rehabilitation project for 
County Road 112 in Midland City, 
He said this rehabilitation would 
offer better access to Wallace Col- 
lege, and construction buildings 
were to open last Friday, 

Siegelman commended area offi- 
cials for making these projects pos- 
sible and said the people should 
know of the hard work being done. 

“I wanted to be here today if for 
nothing else than to let you know 
you have a great group of leaders 
here,” he said. 

The governor especially com- 
mended Senator Jimmy Holley, 
Representative Terry Spicer and 
Speaker of the House Seth Hammett 
for all their hard work and dedica- 
tion to the people of this area. 

Rep. Spicer was present for the 
announcement, along with Holley 
and Hammett, and he said the 


be paved, and the sequence in 
which they would be paved; howev- 
er, no definite time frame has ever 
been established. They were to be 
done as time and funding permitted, 

After several minutes of what 
could be termed as discussion or as 
maneuvering, Commissioner Tom 
Grimsley offered an amendment to 
the motion to adopt the budget and 
that the “proposed budget” be 
amended to include funding for the 
paving of Co, Rd. 664. Grimsely’s 
motion was seconded by Commis- 
sioner Brooks, and more discussion 
followed. 

It was pointed out that in order to 
pave Co. Rd. 664 within the next 
year, it would probably require con- 
tracting the work out in lieu of it 
being done by the county highway 
department. The estimated cost - 
$500,000 for approx. 3 miles. 

Commissioner Linda Westbrook 
questioned the feasibility of spend- 
ing this kind of money when it 
could be done much cheaper by 

county forces. 

Commissioner Stephens referred 
back to the three-year plan chart 
Stating that Co, Rd. 601 was sup- 
posed to be paved before Co, Rd,

Monday evening the Elba City 
Council approved an operating bud- 
get for 1999-2000 with a projected 
income totaling $2,147,500, up 
$89,433 from the year ending today 
(Thursday). The increase comes 
largely from an increased sales tax 
base in Elba, with $60,000 of the 
growth coming from sales and use 
tax. There is also a projected 
increase of $10,000 in ad valorem 
(property) taxes within the City of 
Elba, and garbage fees are project- 
ed to increase by $10,000. Local 
privilege licenses should increase 
by $5,000 also. 

Even with the increase in rev- 
enue, the City of Elba continues to 
depend on a $363,000 annual trans- 
fer from the Water and Electric 
Board to fund basic public needs. 

For the first time in recent histo- 
ry, the proposed budget includes a 
reserve for emergency of $57,300. 
Of course as the meeting 
adjourned, there was talk of how 
this reserve could be spent, if in 
fact income was as high as project- 
ed, 

The new budget calls for the pur- 
chase of two new police cars and 
$10,000 worth of mowing equip- 
ment for the recreation department, 
which has the added chore of main- 
taining the house lots involved in 
the ongoing flood buy-out program. 
Also in the Capital Expenditure 
budget is $65,000 to pay the city 
match on a CDBG grant for some 
additional sewer extension work.

The application totals $59,380 and 
includes a resource officer at the 
school, computer, software, and 
some other equipment. 

Grimes reported the pecan trees 
at the North end of the airport will 
be trimmed, beginning this week.

Dear Governor Siegelman: 

It was with great anticipation that 
| awaited your announcement earli 
er today (Sept. 23) concerning the 
massive highway project in Coffee 
and Covington Counties. Our city 
officials went to great lengths to 
make sure the day was positive, 
upbeat, and successful. [T applaud 
their effort Our students were 
excited about the chance to see the 
governor up close. My own daugh 
ter Was On Stage as a member of the 
Elba High School band. Yes, gov 
ernor, today had the potential to be 
one of the most outstanding days in 
the history of our community 

Earlier this week, a local official 
asked me to do what I could to 
make sure that your visit here was 
positive and without controversy 
He explained that he didn’t want 
any lottery protests, or any mention 
of the lottery, pro or con, In fact, 
he said that the people addressing 
the lottery would be asked to leave 
I had not planned to do anything 
because I don’t see my role on this 
issue being one involving the “pub 
lic.” Nevertheless, I did express 
concern that you would use the 
opportunity to speak in favor of the 
lottery with school children present 
- my own daughter included. 

Governor, our local officials and 
legislators assured me that you 
would not speak on the lottery issue 
from the podium in Elba. They said 
that your office had assured them 
that you would not use this occa 
sion to focus attention on the lot- 
tery. Those of us who are opposed 
to the lottery honored the requests 
of our local officials. [ assumed 
that you would as well. Apparently, 
sir, you can not be trusted to honor 
your agreements or tell the truth, 
From what I can tell, you lied to us 
You used the announcement of a 
major highway project to gather a 
large crowd so you could speak to 
us about the lottery. And you 
invoked God’s blessings on your 
endeavor, As a religious leader, | 
was appalled. As a father, I was 
angered. 

Governor, it would be easy for 
me to support your lottery. It won’t 
cost me a dime - or at most a few 
dollars here and there should | 
decide to purchase a ticket. If your 
plan works, it would benefit my 
children. They will not qualify for 
federal student grants or loans 
They would qualify for lottery 
scholarships according to the Geor- 
gia plan. It would be easy for me to 
support the lottery. It won’t cost 
me anything, and it will benefit my 
children.

The God to 
whom you refocrcd earlier today 
has said, “He who oppresses the 
poor shows contempt for their 
Maker, but whoever is kind to the 
needy honors God” (Proverbs 
14:31). 

You asked us today if there were 
another way. I believe there is. 
Let’s provide adequate and appro- 
priate funding for education by 
reforming Alabama’s unfair tax 
code to relieve the undue burdens 
on our poorest citizens and shift 
that burden to our more affluent 
individuals, families, and corpora- 
tions. That won't be politically 
popular. It might even cost you 
reelection. But it will bring the 
blessings from God that you sought 
earlier today. And it is right!

The Elba Work 
Release performs 
over 1,800 hours 
of service 


During the month of August, 
inmates at the Elba Work Release 
facility of the Department of Cor- 
rections posted over 1,800 hours of 
service for area agencies. 

A total of 231 inmates worked 
for 1,848 hours on various projects 
for 11 agencies, according to infor- 
mation released by Dewayne Estes, 
warden of the Elba Work Release 
facility. 

Agencies requesting assistance 
from the work release were: the 
City of Elba, Elba National Guard, 
Coffee County, Elba Police 
Department, Elba Recycling, Town 
of Kinston, Enterprise National 
Guard, City of Daleville, Daleville 
National Guard, Elba City Schools 
and Alabama Forestry. 

Of the 231 inmates helping the 
agencies, 132 of them worked on 
general labor projects for the City 
of Elba, Elba Recycling, Town of 
Kinston, City of Daleville, and 
Elba City Schools. The inmates 
helping the Town of Kinston also 
worked with garbage pickup 

The National Guards of Elba, 
Enterprise and Daleville used 31 
inmates to help with maintenance 
and cleaning projects. Coffee 
County used 42 inmates for clean 
ing roadways, while the Alabama 
Forestry used the services of 16 
inmates for cleaning state parks. 

The remaining 10 inmates of the 
231 were used to clean offices and 
wash cars for the Elba Police 
Department. 

According to Estes, the 1,848 
hours of service provided by the 
231 work release inmates equaled 
a total dollar value of $9,517.20 
for the month of August

Elba Tigers looking to spoil ‘99 homecoming 
celebration for unbeaten Geneva Panthers 


The Elba Tigers will be looking 
to get their first win of the season 
and put a damper on the “Home- 
coming” plans at Geneva High 
School Friday night when they bat- 
tle the undefeated Geneva Panthers, 
in Geneva. 

The Tigers will carry an 0-4 
record into the clash after losses to 
Brantley 40-13, Luverne (forfeit), 
Opp 42-14 and Geneva County 19- 
8, while the Panthers have posted 
15 straight regular season wins and 
this season will enter the game with 
a 5-0 slate after posting wins over 
Geneva County 27-0, Rehobeth 46- 
6, Slocomb 56-0, Cottonwood 48- 
14 and Samson 35-7. 

“Geneva has a really fine football 
team,” stated Elba’s Coach Julius 
Head, “and Coach (Leavy) 
Boutwell has done an excellent job 
turning the program around in a 
very short time. Coach Boutwell 
has his players believing they can 
win every time they take the field, 
and you know he will have them 
fired up and ready this week when 
they take the field against us for 
their homecoming game.” 

The Panthers operate out of the 
Wing-T set on offense, and have 
rolled up over 40 points a game, 
despite resting their starters in many 
of the games that have all been lop- 
sided wins. Leading the way on the 
ground for the Panthers have been 
Des Cox and Raphael Tyrues, two 
excellent backs with breakaway 
speed, both of whom have gained a 
total of over 400 yards in the five 
Panther wins. Geneva has seen its 
offense pick up momentum in 
recent weeks thanks in a large part 


to the passing of quarterback Drew 
Danner, who has tossed six TD 
strikes in the Panthers last three 
games. 

“Geneva does a very good job of 
running the wing-t,” added Coach 
Head. “They have two outstanding 
backs that are threats from any- 
where on the field, and when you 
load up to stop the run they hit you 
deep with the pass. Their quarter- 
back has a great touch and very 
rarely misses his target. Geneva will 
line up and pound you play after 
play with the run, and just when 
you think you have it stopped they 
will break a long run or hit a long 
pass. Geneva’s offense isn’t fancy, 
but it is very effective, as the scores 
of their games prove.” 

While the Geneva offense has 
been grabbing most of the head- 
lines, the Panther defense has been 
quietly doing its job, and through 
five games has allowed a total of 
only 27 points. The Panthers utilize 
their speed and quickness to get to 
the ball and deliver pad popping 
hits on enemy runners, and have 
dominated all five victims this sea- 
son. 

“On defense,” said Coach Head, 
“Geneva is very quick and really 
gets to the football and hits you. 
They are very aggressive, but at the 
same time they are very well disci- 
plined, and make very few mis- 
takes. Geneva’s quickness makes its 
defense hard to run wide against, 
and also makes it hard to block and 
move the ball on consistently. This 
is a very good defensive unit.” 

While the Elba running game has

last week it was the Tiger passing 
game that stumbled, with quarter- 
back Bradley Bowers being 
harassed on almost every pass 
attempt as he connected on a season 
low 5 of 19 for only 55 yards, and 
suffered 2 interceptions. The Elba 
defense did its job for most of the 
night and was aggressive for all 
four quarters, led by junior line- 
backer Brandon Salter, junior 
defensive-back Tony Burks and 
junior lineman Carson Waters. The 
trio combined for 19 tackles and 7 
assists in the 19-8 loss to Geneva 
County, and helped limit the Bull- 
dogs to 179 yards in total offense. 
“If we are to have a chance Fri- 
day night against Geneva we will 
have to play our best game of the 
season on both sides of the ball for 
every single play,” said Coach 
Head. “On offense we will have to 
do a better job blocking both for the 
run and the pass, and we will have 
to be able to move the ball consis- 
tently. If we don’t move the ball and 
protect it, Geneva will keep it away 
from us all night. We will have to 
run the football when we want to 
run it and pass it when we want to 
put it in the air. We can’t put our- 
selves in predictable situations, 
because when we do, our opponents 
just tee off on us and cause us prob- 
lems. Our defense played pretty 
well against Geneva County, but 
will have to play that well and even 
better this week against Geneva. 
They do an excellent job in the 
wing-t and are hard to stop. A lot of 
teams have been able to stop them 
at times, but Geneva never gets 
greedy and just keeps plugging 


along until they break one on the 
ground or in the air. Our defense 
will have to read its keys and not 
get caught trying to find the foot- 
ball. We will have to stay with our 
keys when they run the misdirection 
plays, and have the confidence that 
if we all do our job we can be suc- 
cessful. It will be a tremendous 
challenge for our defense, but I 
believe that we have been getting 
better on defense and will battle 
hard Friday night.” 

“This game will provide a real 
test for out team,” added Coach 
Head, “and at the same time it will 
give us a chance to get a good read 
on just how much we are improv- 
ing. The players and coaches are 
really working hard, and against a 
team like Geneva we will all get a 
chance to see just what kind of job 
we are all doing. It will be a tough 
game, but we'll show up and we 
will play hard and do our best to 
win the game.”

‘igers remain winless with 19-8 loss to Geneva County

The Elba Tigers saw their victory drought continue Friday night as the 
Geneva County Bulldogs pulled ahead late in the first half and turned back 
an Elba rally late in the second half to defeat the Tigers 19-8, in Elba. 

The loss left the Tigers with an 0-4 record, while Geneva County 
improved its record to 4-1 with the win. 

The Tigers got an early break when Tim Ware intercepted a Bulldog 
pass and returned it to the Geneva County 49-yardline. A 14-yard run by 
Tony Burks and a 17-yard scamper by Monroe Williams gave Elba a first 
down at the Geneva County 18, but two running plays netted no yardage, 
and after two passes fell incomplete, the Tigers turned the ball over to the 
Bulldogs on downs with the ball still resting at the Geneva County 18- 
yardline. 

A 40-yard punt by Elba’s Brandon Salter backed the Bulldogs up at 
their own 12-yardline late in the half, while a Salter sack on third down 
left Geneva County within inches of its own goalline. The snap attempt on 
fourth down sailed over the head of the Bulldog punter and out of the end- 
zone for a safety, and with 1:33 left in the opening stanza Elba had moved 
on top 2-0. 

Neither team could move the chains on their next two possessions, but 
Geneva County put the ball in play at its own 22-yardline midway through 
the second quarter and marched 78 yards in eight plays to grab the lead. 

A 33-yard pass from Chad Whitaker to Mikal Milliner was a key play in 
the scoring drive, while Andre Golson gained 35 yards on five carries dur- 
ing the march and scored the touchdown on a 5-yard run. The extra-point 
try failed, but with 5:08 remaining in the second quarter Geneva County 
was, now on top 6-2. 

The Tigers gave the ball right back to the Bulldogs on a fumble recov- 
ery at the Elba 26-yardline, but the defense rose to the challenge, and a 
third down quarterback sack by Jo « Moultry resulted in an 11-yard loss 
and helped the Tigers turn back the scoring threat. 

Elba regained possession at its own 32-yardline following the defensive 
stand, and with the aid of two major distance penalties against Geneva 
County moved to a first down at the Bulldog 23-yardline with :28 left in 
the half. The Tigers misfired on a pass into the endzone from Bowers to 
Dubose on first down, and then saw the scoring threat come to an end 
when Tony Burks was stopped far short of the goalline after pulling in a 
Bowers’ pass on the final play of the half. 

The game continued to be dominated by the defenses early in the sec- 
ond half as the first four offensive series resulted in only one first down, 
The Tigers began their third possession of the half at their own 34-yard- 
line, only to see a penalty and two quarterback sacks back Elba up to its 
own 13. Disaster struck for the Tigers on fourth down, as a low snap and a 
heavy rush forced Elba punter Brandon Salter to run in an attempt to get 
the needed yardage. 

Geneva County took over at the Elba 20-yardline following the botched 
punt attempt, and three plays later was in the endzone as Andre Golson 
scored on a 6-yard run. The two-point conversion failed when Elba’s Josh 
Lawford intercepted a pass in the back of the endzone, but Geneva County 
had stretched its lead to 12-2 with the clock showing :00 in the third quar- 
ter. 

The Tigers appeared ready to answer the Geneva County touchdown on 
its ensuing possession as they moved to the Bulldog 20-yardline on a 32- 
yard pass from Bradley Bowers to Dustin Stinson, only to come away 
empty-handed when a Bowers pass was intercepted in the endzone. 

Elba began its next series at the Geneva County 33-yardline following a 
short punt, and this time reached paydirt, as the Tigers covered the dis- 
tance in eight plays. The drive was in trouble early after a holding penalty 
left the Tigers facing a second down and 19 back at the Geneva County 
42, but a short pass completion from Bowers to Burks turned into a big 
gain after a face-mask penalty against the Bulldogs, and the Tigers then 
moved the chains as on fourth down Bradley Bowers hit Dustin Stinson on 
a 20-yard pass completion, Two plays later Tony Burks sprinted into the 
endzone from 13 yards out for a Tiger touchdown, and even though a two 
point pass failed to connect, Elba had pulled within 12-8 with 6:28 left in 
the fourth quarter. 

Geneva County returned the ensuing kick to the Bulldog 47-yardline, 
and quieted the Elba crowd as it covered the distance to the endzone in six 
plays to regain command, The score came on a 32-yard pass from Chad 
Whitaker to Garry Guilford, and after the extra-point split the up rights, 
Geneva County was in charge 19-8 with only 2:43 leftin the game 

The Tigers turned the ball over on a pass interception on their next pos 
session, but got one last chance to score in the closing seconds after Jep 
Dubose blocked a punt inside the Bulldog 15-yardline. Elba got as close 
as the Geneva County 11, but then saw Bowers sacked for an 18-yard loss 
on third down, and the clock reached :00 with Geneva County claiming 
the win 19-8. 

Tony Burks gained 40 yards on 12 carries and scored a touchdown to 
lead the Elba ground attack, while Dustin Stinson gained 16 yards on 4 
carries and caught 3 passes for 57 yards, Andre Golson led Geneva Coun- 
ty with 82 yards on 21 carries.

“(c) Lottery Trust Fund. 

“The proceeds from the

The 
duties, powers, authority, and com- 
position of the Alabama Education 
Lottery Corporation shall be provid- 
ed by general law. 

‘le Allocations and Disburse- 
ments. 

“(1) Monies in the Lottery Trust 
Fund shall be allocated and dis- 
bursed in the following order and for 
the following purposes: \) First, to 
fully fund the Alabama HOPE Schol- 
arship Program, which shall provide 
tuition grants, scholarships, or loans 


to citizens of Alabama, as estab- 
lished by the Legislature, to enable 
such citizens to attend universities, 
colleges, and junior, technical, or 
community colleges located in 
Alabama; (8) Second, to fully fund a 
voluntary pre-kindergarten program 
for Alabama children; (C) Third, to 
fund the provision of technology in 
the public schools with funding 
divided on the basis of average daily 
membership in each public school 
system; and (D) Fourth, to establish 
a reserve fund of not less than 10 
percent of the monies needed to 
fund the purposes or programs enu- 
merated in provisions (A), (B), and 
(C) for the preceding fiscal year. 

“(2) The revenues received by the 
Lottery Trust Fund in any year that 
are in excess of the amounts need- 
ed to fully fund the purposes of sub- 
division (1) shall be allocated and 
paid to the Education Trust Fund 
and the use of such funds shall be 
strictly limited to educational purpos- 
es 

“(f) Agreements with other Juris- 
dictions 

“The Alabama Education Lottery 
Corporation may enter into recipro- 
cal agreements with other jurisdic- 
tions for the operation and promo- 
tion of games which are permitted to 
be operated, utilized, or conducted 
by the Alabama Education Lottery. 

“(q) Income Reserved. 

“All interest earnings on monies 
in the Lottery Trust Fund shall be 
held in the fund and allocated and 
disbursed only for those items enu- 
merated in subsection (e). 

“(h) Limitation on activities. 

“The Alabama Education Lottery 
may authorize, conduct, employ, 
include, or utilize only those games 
of chance approved by the Alabama 
Education Lottery Corporation which 
may include, without limitation, the 
sale of lottery tickets; provided, how- 
ever, that the Alabama Education 
Lottery is prohibited from operating, 
using, or employing, or authorizing 
the operation, use, or employment 
of, directly or indirectly, a casino or 
casinos and is further prohibited 
from authorizing, conducting, 
employing, including, or utilizing, 
directly or indirectly, any form of 
casino gambling. 

“(i) Implementation. 

“The Legislature may 
enforce and implement this section 
by appropriate general law. Any act 
or acts thai are enacted by the 
Alabama Legislature during the 
same session of the Legislature at 
which this amendment is proposed 
and which are in implementation 
and furtherance of the purposes of 
this amendment and the authority 
granted by this amendment, and all 
actions heretofore taken pursuant to 
such act or acts, are hereby validat- 
ed, ratified, and confirmed as effec- 
tive as of the date on which such act 
or acts were so enacted in accor- 
dance with the.Constitution of 
Alabama of 1901, as amended, and 
as of the respective dates on which 
such actions were taken. 

“(j) Nothing in this amendment 
affects, prohibits, or limits any activi- 
ty which was legal at the time this 
amendment becomes effective 
including, without limitation, pari- 
mutuel betting and nonprofit bingo 
as provided for by specific laws. 

“(k) The terms and provisions of 
this amendment and of any enabling 
legislation enacted by the Alabama 
Legislature with respect to this 
amendment shall supersede and 
take precedence over any other pro- 
vision of law which may conflict or 
be inconsistent with this amendment 
or such legislation, and this amend- 
ment and such enabling legislation 
shall operate and be construed with- 
out regard to such conflict or incon- 
sistency.” 


Section 2. An election upon the 
above proposed amendment shall 
be held, in accordance with the pro- 
visions of Sections 284 and 285 of 
the Constitution of Alabama of 1901, 
as amended, and the general elec- 
tion laws of Alabama. Notice of the 
election and of the proposed 
amendment shall be given by 
proclamation of the Governor, which 
proclamation shall be published 
once a week for four successive 
weeks next preceding the day 
appointed for the election in a news- 
paper in each county of the state. 


Section 3. The Secretary of State 
shall assign this proposed constitu- 
tional amendment as ballot position 
Number One on the election ballot 
and shall set forth the followin 
description on the proposed consti- 
tutional amendment:

tors voting in an authorizing referen 
dum election called in either of the 
preceding manners vote in favor of 
an elected city board of education, 
the Legislature, from time to time, by 
local law may provide for the elec- 
tion of a city board of education in 
that municipality. Such local law or 
laws may include, but are not limited 
to, providing for termination of the 
terms of office of members of the 
existing city board of education; the 
composition of the city board of edu- 
cation; initial and succeeding terms 
of office, including staggered terms; 
election districts and at-large mem- 
bership; qualifications; powers, 
duties, and responsibilities; vacan- 
cies; and compensation. 


Any general law, municipal classi- 
fication law, or local law providing 
for or authorizing an elected city 
board of education in any municipal- 
ity enacted within the last 1,095 
days prior to the ratification date of 
this amendment is validated and 
confirmed. Any local referendum 
conducted pursuant to such general 
law, municipal classification law, or 
local law, or any combination of 
such laws, in which a majority of the 
qualified electors of the municipality 
voting voted in favor of an elected 
city board of education, is also vali- 
dated and confirmed and that local 
referendum is considered as an 
authorizing referendum election for 
purposes of this amendment. 


Notwithstanding Acts 97-679 and 
97-616 of the 1997 Regular Ses- 
sion, initial elections for the mem- 
bers of the Tuscaloosa City Board of 
Education shall occur at the regular- 
ly scheduled municipal elections in 
the year 2001. Public hearings shall 
be held by the legislative delegation 
and amendments may be prepared 
and enacted by the Legislature 
which are deemed necessary and 
appropriate by the local delegation 
for any local legislation, including 
Acts 97-679 and 97-616 of the 1997 
Regular Session, which are validat- 
ed and confirmed by this amend- 
ment. 


The results of any authorizing ref- 
erendum election called pursuant to 
this amendment shall be reported to 
the State Board of Education which 
shall maintain a continuing record of 
those results for public inspection. 


It is the intent of the Legislature 
that this amendment supersede any 
other provision of this constitution 
which may be construed as being in 
conflict with this amendment. 


Notwithstanding the foregoing, 
this proposed amendment shall not 
apply to any municipality with a pop- 
ulation exceeding 125,000 accord- 
ing to the most recent federal cen- 
SUS. s 


Section 2. An election upon the 
proposed amendment shall be held 
at the same election as the pro- 
posed constitutional amendment 
creating the Alabama Educational 
Lottery, as proposed by Act 99-8, 
HB73 of the 1999 Regular Session, 
and shall be held in accordance with 
Sections 284 and 285 of the Consti- 
tution of Alabama of 1901, as 
amended, and the election laws of 
this state. 


Section 3. The appropriate elec- 
tion official shall assign a ballot 
number for the proposed constitu- 
tional amendment on the election 
ballot and shall set forth the follow- 
Ingrpesenrton of the substance or 
subject matter of the proposed con- 
stitutional amendment: “Proposing 
an amendment to the Constitution of 
Alabama of 1901, Breeioe) subject 
to voter approval at a referendum 
election, that the Legislature may by 
local law provide for an elected city 
board of education in any municipal- 
ity with a city board of education; 
and validating certain laws and ref- 
erendum elections conducted before 
ratification of this amendment for 
purposes of this amendment. Act
